Nothing in this world, offered in trade for such as these, can be any­ 
thing but a fraud and a delusion. They are inalienable rights of every 
human being. 
There i: a great deal said and written about “social security.” What 
Is this more than what is born to every man? 
By nature it has been 
vouchsafed to him. But the trouble is that a man wakes up to the fact 
that this security has been stolen, or smoothly intrigued away before he is 
aware. Who is going to blame such a one for fighting the good fight to 
gain back that to which he was born?

Alf M, Landon, governor of Kan­ 
sas and republican nominee for 
President of the United States, is 
netting his lance against tile new 
deal, and challenging Franklin D.

‘ He was a pretty fair look mg 
baby, says John Landon, of his son, 
Alf, born at West Middlesex, Penn­ 
sylvania September 9, 1887, in the 
Methodist parsonage of Mrs. Lan­ 
den s father. Thp couple was living 
at Elba. Ohio, at the time, but Anne 
Mossman Landon had gone home to 
give birth to her first child, 
Alfa 
sister. Helen, born two years later, 
died at 6. 
Oil. in the middle ’80’s, led John 
Landon. a Pennsylvania farmer of 
New 
England 
lineage, to Ohio. 
There, amidst forests of derricks 
J a found Elba and Marietta, where 
his father was a production super­ 
intendent, young Alf learned by ob­ 
servation the fundamentals of the 
business rn which later he was to 
make his fortune. 
A flock of Plymouth Rocks earned 
Landon his first “several dollars.’’ 
He .sold the eggs to neighbors in 
Marietta.
